69. Mr. Grinnell’s report is based on reliable 
information obtained from various points in 
the agricultural area. The wheat crop in 
Roumelia will hardly yield half the average.

The 
Duke of Apzyl!! and the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, both Liberals and ex-members of 
Liberal Cabinets, led the attack on the bill. 
Amendments proposed by the former, ex- 
cluding estates on which the English system 
prevails from the operation of the act) and 
giving the landlord a right to compensation in 
case of the sale of a holding of which he (the 
landlord) had once purchased the tenant 
right, were adopted. An amendment 
by the Earl of Donoughmore, an 


Irish Peer, limiting compensation for dis- } 


turbance to asum not exceeding $1,250, was 
adopted by a vote of 180 to 91. An amend- 
ment by Lord Salisbury, striking out the 
words in the compensation clause instruct- 
ing the Court to take into consideration the 
improvements effected by the tenant in fix- 
ing a “judicial” or fair rent, was adopted,—

VIRGINGA. 


Rrcumonp, Va., Aug. -The session of the 
Convention to-day offered an excellent oppor- 
tunity for comparing it with the Keadjuster 
Convention of several weeks ago. The person- 
nel of the Convention is very different from that 
of the opposing body. lu the first place, this 
body is composed as a rule of younger men,— 
of menin their prime. There is also an absence 
uf the old political workers who have heretofore 
taken such an active part in the conventions of 
this kind. The element presented by the 
members of the Convention seom to 
be composed of a set of men who 


dave heretofore taken little part in such bodies. 


Much interest has been manifested as to what 
part the fifty or sixty men who were formerly 
associated with the Readjuster party will take 
in this Convention. This class of delegates is 
made up of those who, at the beginning of the 
Readjuster movement, were with it. Among 
the prominent members of the Convention of 
this class is Henry C. Allen, who, when the Re- 
adjusters swept the State four years ago, 
was; elected by that, party Speaker of 
the House of Délegates. He was 
one of the leaders of his partv in the 
House, but when Mahone organized his Inde- 
pendent Electoral ticket in the last Presidential 
contest, and arrayed it against the regular Dem- 
ocratic Electoral ticket. which had been recog- 
nized by the National Democratic Committee, 
Alien refused to go with Mahone in this, and 
took the stump actively in favor of the Reguler 
ticket. He was ostracised by his old party for 
this. Dr. 8. H. Moffett, another prominent 
member of the body, gained almost a National 
reputation by his institution of the Moffett liquor 
bell-punch. He not only is one of the leading 
members of the Readjuster party, but in the 
last Legislature two years ago he was the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee which passed the 
Riddieberger bill, which is the basis of the plat- 
form of the Readjusters. He also voted for 
Mahone as United States Senator in opposition 
to Withers, but declined to go with his old leader 
in the Independent toral ticket scheme, and 
now finds himseif ing him. So, too, with 
a number of others. Ex-Congressman John 
Harris is another original Readjuster, who 
now finds himseif here against those with whom 
he formerly acted. This Readjuster element is 
small in the Convention, but it is received with 
marked consideration at the hands of the Con- 
vention. The plank in the platform containing 


the retention of the law requiring payment of 


the capitation tax as a requisit for voting was 
stricken out. The action of the body to-day 
was throughout cautious. 
THE CONVENTION REASSEMBLED 

at 8 p.m. with unusual promptness. The Mat- 
form was reported, and those portions of it 
ringing of Stalwart debt-paying principles 
cheered to, the echo by the Democrats present. 
It is understood that the sections of the platform 
setting forth the rights of Virginians under the 
Constitution were prepared by Ran Tucker, who 
had his finger in the platform pie.

adjuster party: It is the merétricious progeny 
of a renegade Democracy, the prostitute reaJ- 
justerism.”’ This gentleman was Bourbon Judge 
of Portsmouth, and was remoyed with all 
of the other Funder Judiciary by the Mabonites 
in 1879. This may in a measure have accounted 
for his bitterness to the party he de- 
nouneed.

Lest he 
might question their veracity or sanity, Pur 
TRIBUNE will inform him that yesterday was 
merely a warning to those who are clamor- 


ing for a summer vacation that they gre 


likely to encounter just such weather for 
days at a time in many of the lesser and 
much more pretentious cool retreats. To the 
Chicagoan there is consolation in knowing that 
such horridly hot weather never lasts very long, 


and he never questions the fact that his city is 


one of the coolest spots on earth. — 5 

If any one was fortunate enoug to sleep night 
before last he must have known when he woke 
in the morning that he had struck a scorcher.“ 
A little past daybreak yesterday morning the 
thermometer registered in the eighties, with no 
breeze, and at noon it had mounted to 9%. 
But this was not misery enough, 
for 964% was touched at 3 o’clock, ana some in- 
struments pointed to 103. In the evening it was 
somewhat cooled but the change was scarcely 
perceptible. The refreshing night breeze from 
old Lake Michigan was wanting. In fact, all the 
elements seemed to have entered into a conspir- 
acy to make an intolerably hot day, and they 


succeeded so weil that they determined to carry 


their work into the night. 
The streets were lively enough, but every wise 
estrian kept on the shady side, walked 
eisurely, and did not overburden bim- 
self with clothing. By common consent 
néglige costume was peruiissible, and 
if anybody wanted .to postpone till to-morrow 
what he might have done yesterday permission 
was cheerfully granted. e general lassitude 
wis shared by the horses, and the lesser animals 
hid in dark cellars and coolest places. 

Tons of ice and gallons of water were used. 
‘The sweltering peovie were liberal patrons of 
the beer-shops, lemonade-stands, and soda- 
fountains, and the profits realized from the sale 
of refreshing drinks, ices, etc., must have been 
very satisfactory. External appiications of 
water were also very popular. It is doubtful 
many bath-tubs were allowed to remain dry al 


day. 

‘The parks gave paintul evidence of how much 
the grass and the flowers needed rain, and the 
Board of Trade markets reflected in a proper 
way the trials the corn and other crops were 
subjected to by the oppressive heat and pro- 
tracted drought. 

The cold wave from the North was earnestly 
prayed for, but it did not come. sun and 
the comet appear to have a good grip on the 
weather.

A stranger was prostrated by the heat in one 
of the halls of the City-Building during the aft- 
ernoon. He was cared for by some of the clerks, 
and afterwards was able to proceed on bis way. 

The thermometer in the Health Office yester- 
day registered as follows: 10a. m., 6. At noon 
it showed 97, and 3 o'clock 98 degrees. At 4 the 
temperature bad fallen to 96, and at 5 to 65. 
The heat, though great, was not as 
oppressive as might have been expected, 
and was not attended with un- 
usual fatality. There were sixty-six deaths 
reported at the Health Office, inclading but two 
sunstrokes. There were seventy burial permits 
issued by the Registrar of Vital Statistics. Dr. 
De Wolf said that be regarded this as an ex- 
tremely dangérous heat, though it ended ail 
right for the day. Two days more of such con- 
tinued hot weather, however, would prostrate 
our people, and leave tne health of the city in 
bad shape. As it was, it would be productive of 
a lurwely increased death-rate during the week. 
The list of fatalities trom diarrhea and other 
heat diseases was largely augmented, and the 
mortality among small children was nearly 90 
per cent of all those reported.

CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., Aug. 4.—A trip down the 
lake from Chautauqua to Jamestown on the 
well-equipped steamers which are constantly 
plying its waters is interesting and enjoyable.

Passeuger agents and railroad men generally are 
perplexed and reticent, and the defiant whoop of 
the scalber is still beard. The Broadway 
brokers have had a busy day of it. The stream 
of passengers from the West, which set in with 
the introduction of low rates, still pours in upon 
them, and their claim that the increase of travel 
counterbatances the loss incurred by reduced 
fares does not appear to be entirely 
unfounded. General Passenger Agent Meeker, 
of the New York Central, says: “ido not think 
there is any ground for the rumor that the 
trunk lines will meet to adjust uniform rates to 
the West. If such a meeting were ‘in con- 
templation [ am quite certain 1 should 
have beard of it. A stronger reason still against 
its plausibility is the fact that there is no reason 
why sucha meeting should take place. The 
Pennsylvania Road bolds the key to the sit- 
uation. At a word from its Superin- 
tendent the General Passenger Agents, 
of the trunk lines could meet, and in thirty 
minutes restore fares to their former rates. 
the Pennsylvania Road would consent to return 
to the system which was agreed on in June, 1880, 
namely, to guide their rates by local considera- 
tions, the backs of the brokers would be badly 


broken.”’

THE PASSENGER WAR. 

The war on east-bound passenger rates re- 
mains unchanged. None of the Eastern lines 
except the Grand Trunk bave thus fur gone be- 
low the $16 rate to Boston. As a consequence 
the Grand Trunk continues to do an unusually 
heavy business to Boston at the $5 rate. Its 
offices were crowded from morning until night 
with people anxious to avail themselves of the 
cheap rates and the ticket-sellers are kept busy, 
and an extra force had tobe empioyed. Yet the 
other Eastern lines claim that their Boston busi- 
ness has fallen off but little, and their New 
York business remains as heavy as ever. The 
Boston sleepers of both the Michigan Central 
and Lake Snore Koads went out with full cargoes 
lastevening. The General Passenger Agents of 
these roads say that as loug as this condition of 
affairs prevails they can see no reason why they 
should meet the rate made by the Grand Trunk, 
as by so doing they would W cut off their 
OWN noses to spite their rival. hey claim that 
the business the Grand Trunk gets is such as 
would not go were they charged regular rates. 
The reguiar business, which cannot afford to 
tarry on the road two days longer than it takes 
by the regular and direct routes, will cuntinue to 
tuke their lines. Even the Fort Wayne, which 
heretofore ran no througu sleeper to Boston, 
will put on a fine Pullman palace car to run 
through to Boston daily next Sunday, as a great 
desire has been expressed by many peopie 
to take the route acruss the Alileghenies 
to Boston in a through Puilman sleeper, 
and the Company expects to do a large business 
in spite of the Grand Trunk cut. As stated yes- 
terday, there is but one possibility by which the 
trunk-lines may be made to cut Baston rates 
below the figures they now churge, and this is 
upon the demand of the Boston & Afbany and 
the Fitehbu Ruads,—the Boston connections 
of the NewYork Ceutral and Erie Roads. These 
roads are the ones mostly affected by the Grand 
Tronk cut, and they may demand of their con- 
nections, if their business falls off, to meet in a 
measure the rate made by the Grand Trunk. 
Yet, as long as the regular lines continue to doa 
good Boston business, it is not likely that these 
roads will kick, or even desire a reduction of 
rates. The officials of the trunk-lines 
claim that the rush on the Grand 
Trunk will not last many days anyway, 
as people would soon find out that by taking 
such a circuitous route they will save but little, 
considering the extra cost for meals and sleeper, 
and loss of time and business, and will oy ye A 
come back to the regular lines. The New York 
business, they say, is not at all affected by the 
Grand Trunk cut, as it will cost more to go there 
via the Grand Trunk at the cut rate than via 
the direct routes at the regular $l5raie. The 
war, however, bas had the effect of making the 
$15 rate to New York and the $14 rate to Boston 
the regular rate. Heretofore these rates were 
only given to people who purchased their 
tickets at the city ticket-ollices in this 
city. People going East from interior 
points were charged the prorata of the regu- 
lar $0 rate to New York and the $21 rate 
to Boston. The trunk lines leading East from 
this city have now given orders to their Western 
connections to bereafter make the rates on 
Eastern business on the basis of $15 to New 
York and $16 to Boston. 


MEETING OF ** THE HIGH JOINTS.” 
The railroad managers in this city do not 
think that the effort to settle the present war 
between the trunk lines at the meeting of the 
Joint Executive Committee to be bheid in New 
York on the 10th will be successful. Aithough 
a great effort has been made to secure as many 
roads as possible to the request, the calling of a 
meeting by Commissioner Fink, yet only five 
(signatures were received, and these are mostly 
from lines leading east from St. Louis. Com- 
missioner Fink, of course, bad no other alterna- 
tive except to call the meeting as the rules of 
the pool require him to call a meeting on the re- 
quest of any three of the ruads. The Western 
lines are all in favor of an advance in rates, and 
so are the Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Onio 
Roads. But Vanderbilt is not inclined to make 
peace just yet, and without him nothing can be 
done, us the action has to be unanimous. It is a 
well known fact that most of the New York 
trunk lines, and particularly the Erie 
and Grand Trunk, have made large con- 
tracts at low rates which cannot 
de disposed of before the end of the navigation 
season, and before these contracts are carried 
out it would be folly for Vanderbilt to submit 
to an advance. It is claimed that main 
cause of the present war was the proof bei 
rurnished to Mr. Vanderbilt that the Erie ba 
been getting away with much of the business 
by making contracts at less than tariff rates. 
This, togetller with the threatened competition 
by a number of new lines, has made Vanderbilt 
sour, and be fluds that to maintain himself he 
must keep up the war and make railroading 
less profitable to bis weaker rivals. He evi- 
dently expects that by pursuing that course 
de will be able either to buy up most of 
these rival lines, or to force them into a posiuon 
whereby the New York Central will be able to 
maintain its supremacy. P 
The lines leading East from St. Louis, and par- 
ticulariy the Wabash, are so anxious to have 
the rules advanced, the present rates proving 
disastrous to their interests, that, without wait- 
ing tor the New York meeting. they have already 
among themselves agreed upon an advance from 
St. Louis. They adopted at a meeting held a day 
or two ago the following rates: On seventn 
and eighth classes, 174, cents to New York from 
East St. Louis; wool aad hides, 50 cents from 
East St. Louis; tobacco, W cents; cotton, 4 
cents, from the St. Louis side; other points take 
the corresponding differences. Albany takes

THE resumption of specie-payments is soon 
to be undettaken in Italy, under circum- 
stances strikingly like those which attended 
the return to coin-payments in this country. 
The London Economist gives recent statis- 
tics relating to the Italian currency. There 
are, as in the United States, two kinds of 
paper money afloat,—Governmentinotes and 
bank-notes. The amount of the former is 
$188,000,000, and of the latter 2145,000,000. 


ago. It is now one-half of 1 percent. The 
Treasury has a surplus of $15,000,000, and has 
lately obtained in London, through a loan, 
$125,000,000, which will be applied exclu- 
sively to the purposes of resumytion. Un- 
less the complications between Italy and 
France should take an unfavorable turn, re- 
sumption will be accomplished in the former 
country next year, and it will occur without 
the least. disturbance to trade or any note- 
worthy excitement in monetarycircies. The 
plan is to pay and cancel $10,000,000 of Gov- 
ernment notes, leaving $68,000,000 in notes of 
largé denominations afleat. The banks are 
to resume and take care of their own circula- 
tion Déc. 31, 1883. The withdrawal of small 
notes will make room for the silver circula- 
ton. One clause of the resumption act, how- 
ever, provides that customs duties must be 
paid either in gold or in Gavernment notes 
above the dénomination of $20. Another 
measure proposed but not yet adopted would 
make no silver money legal-tender except 
such as should bear the mint mark of the 
country. This would be in effeet to separate 
Italy from the Latin Union.

State Leader the Hon. David A: Wells ar- 
gues shrewdly the unconstitutionality of 
the prohibitory tariff enactments. He cites 
the well-known case ot the Town of Topeka 
vs. The Topeka Bridge Company in support 
of his position. In 1872 the Legislature of 
Kansas passed a Jaw authorizing counties 
and towns to issue bonds and incur debts 
for the encoutagement of manufacturing and 
industrial enterprises within their limits. 
Under the authority conferred by this law 
the Town of Topeka issued. bonds to the 
amount of $100,000 to secure the location of a 
bridge factory in the city. The debt was re- 
pudiated. Sult was entered. The case was 
taken to the Supreme Court, and it was de- 
cided there with but one dissenting voice 
that the encouragement of manufactures was 
not such “a public purpose“ as to justify 
the levying of a tax. The language of the 


Court was: : 

To lay with one hand the power of the Gov- 
ernment on the property of the citizen and with 
the other to bestow it upon favored individu- 
ale to aid private enterprises and build up pri- 
vate fortunes, is none the less robbery because 
it is done under the forms of law and is called 
taxation. This is not legislauon. It is a decree 
under legisiative forms. 


Mr. Wells maintains that what is true of 
taxation levied by States and municipalities 
for the protection of favored individuals is 
equally true of tariff discriminations author 
ized by the General Government. But he is 
frank enough to admit that he does not con- 
ceive that tlie Supreme Court would sustain 
this view. It is not quite true that the cases 
are parailel. The Constitution of the United 
States expressly provides: 


The Congress shal! have power to lay and col- 
lect. taxes, duties, imposts, and cxcis es, to pay 
the debts and to provide for the common de- 
tense and general welfare of the United States. / 


The construction of this clause must turn 
upon the definition of the phrase the general 
welfare of the United States.“ The Court 
would doubtless hold that Congress is the 
only power competent to decide what such 
welfareis and how it can be promoted. It 
will be observed that the States have no/color 
of similar authority. 4

THE OFFICES AND USES OF MONEY. 


If the Greenback flat money idea is a delu- 
gion, what are we to think of Tur TRIBUNE'S 
“abundance of gotd and silver ana * elastic 
currency " notions? It the abundance of gold 
and sulver“ is not a myth, then What is it? No- 
body in bis senses will pretend to say that goid 
now forms even a fractional part of the circu- 
lating medium of the couutry. There are, we 
know, several million dollars of it stored up in 
bank and treasury vaults, but so farasit being 
of any tangible benefit to the business or trad- 
ing community, those coffers might just as well 
be lumbered up with secon@hand brick. As to 
this * elastic currency ”’ business, the less its 
friends like Tus TRIBUNE have to say about it 
the better. That currency is indeed a very elas- 
tic commodity, and by virtue of that very pecu- 
liar quality, which a very .“ elastic ’’ and plastic 
Cougress endowed it with, can sepriig out of 
reach of the people at any minute. Ture TRIB- 
UNE may frighten fools with its flat money 
nonsense, but the kind of lunatics wo are run- 
ning the Greenback-Labor party, and who be- 
liewe iu its ideas, are not 80 easily either scared 
or driven from the neld.— Aton (Id.) Sentinel. 


This extract from the Alton flat print ex- 
hibits a frightful ignorance of the nature, 
uses, and functions of money. Let us re- 
state the matter for the benelit of those still 
in the dark: 

There are various forms of what is called 
„money,“ —-gold and silver, or real money, 
legal-tender greenbacks, bank-notes, or rep- 
resentatives of real money, and bills of ex- 
change, drafts, checks, and certificates of 
deposit. All these paper forms ofinoney repre- 
sent their face in metallic money Or coin. 
Greenbacks, bank-notes, bills of exchange, 
5 bank- checks, and certificates of deposit rep- 
resent exactly the amount of metallic money 
that can be obtained for them, and no more. 
When greenbacks were worth 40 cents on 
the dollar, or wheh they were worth 90 cents 
on the dollar, it meant that they were worth 
that much in coin, because there was 
some persons willing to give coin for 
them te that amount. The United 
States have now in circulation some 
$350,000,000 of greenbacks which are 
redeemable on demand in coin, and their 
value is for that reason equal to a corre- 
sponding sum in coin, the United States 
have outstanding, from time to time, $40,000,- 
000 in gold certificates: of deposit, and as 
much in silver certificates. These certifi- 
cates haye a value equaito that of the gold 
and silver coin on deposit in the Treasury, 
and held for their redemption. In like man- 
ner, bank bills and checks are payable on de- 
mand at the banks where the money they 
represent is held on deposit for their redemp- 
tion. There is, therefore, at this time, in coin 
and in greenbacks, bank-bills, and Treasury 
certificates, nearly a thousand millions of 
dollars on deposit subject to check, and all 
these millions of these various forms of 
moneygare equivalent in value to coin, be- 
cause they are redeemable in coin as fast as 
presented. In the aggregate they are im- 
mensely in excess of the amount of currency 
needed to meet the current wants of trade. 

The fiat organ cau see no tangible 
use for the hundreds of milliohs of coin 
which are laid up in the vaults of the Treasury 
and of the banks, and it, compares their in- 
utility to“ second-hand brick.” It does not. 
occur toſthis simpleton that these hundreds 


| of millions of coin dollars, being on deposit 


subject to demand, give the coin value to all 
the paper forms of money represented by 
them. Without the existence of this coin 
the paper money would be a marketable 
commodity, having a purchasing power of 
precisely what the brokers and speculators 
would give for it in coin, and no more, as was 
the case during and after the War. It the 
maker of a note won't redeem it then itis 
only worth what a note-shaver will give for it, 

The same fiat organ thinks that the anly 
office of money is to circulate from hand to 
hand, And all not thus employed is an in- 
cumbrance of the most useless character. It 
may be extraordinary news to it that of all 
the milliqus of trade carried on in this coun- 
try daily at least 95 per cent of the money 
transferred from one hand to another 18 
transferred by checks. Yet such is the fact. 
The money itseif remains on 
the banks, and is transferred from day to 
day, and hour by hour, from one proprie- 
toror owner to another by check. It is as 
effectually changed by means of a simple 
check, as if the gold were placed in a bag 
and handed over from one person to another. 
The cash payments—that is, the transfer of 
money by bank-check, and without the act- 
ual handling of a dollar of money—equal on 
an average more than one billion a week in 
New York City. Yet because this vast sum 
of payments is not made by actual count and 
delivery of the fold itself, the fiat print con- 
cludes that it is of no more tangible benefit 
to the business or trading community than if 
it were so much “ second-hand brick.” Not 
over 5 percent of the cas). payments made in 
‘the trade and business of the country are 
paid in actual money; nevertheless the bulk 
or whole volume, paper as well as metallic 
money, really changes hands every day or 
week by the transters made through the 
means of bank-checks. So long as there is nie- 
tallic money in the country in such quantity 
as enables the redemption of the paper tn coin, 
the direct handling of cumbersome coin is 
unnecessary; the coin enters into the gen- 
eral volume of the money of the country, 
and is transferred from person to person «as 
often as business requires it, through the

A GHASTLY ABSURDITY. 

It is 4 result which will commend itself to 
sensible, if not to sentimental, persons, that 
the Trustees of the Jordan’s Meeting-House 
in England, in whose burial-ground the re- 
mains of William Penn are reposing, have 
courteously but firmly refused the applica- 
tion of the Penngylvania Legislature to have 
those remains reinterred in Philadelphia. 
It ought to be a sufficient objection to sucha 
removal that, though William Penn selected 
his own grave, the Trustees cannot absolutely 
identify it. The headstone was only placed 
in its present locality twenty years ago, and 
a rough plan of the graveyard was the only 
clew to the actual spot where Penn and his 
family are buried. If, therefore, the remains 
were reinterred, the people of Pennsylvania

could have no guaranty that they were not 


the remains of John Smith, or Tom Jones, or 
some other person, who had as little to do 
with the founding of their State as Prester 
John or the Great Mogul. But even could 
the Trustees of Jordan’s churchyard give a 
clear title in the premises andvouch for the 
identity of the remains, the proposition to 
remove them would still be too grotesque to 
seriously consider. ‘The London Times, be- 
fore the decision of the Trustees was made, 
attacked it in the following manner: 


He was an Englishman, and he rests in En- 

ish ground. He chose his resting-place for 

imseif, and there he ie surrounded by bis two 
wives and by five of his children. ‘lo divide 
those whom death has thus United after nearly 
two centuries of peaceful rest would surely be 
little sbort: of sacrilewe. Moreover, William 
Penn's history really belongs to England even 
more than it does to America. In England he 
lived and died, and to what he did ana suffered 
in England belongs whatever of glory or of 
obloquy attaches to his name. It was in England 
that the sect to which he so ardently attached

days of Macaulay. With what justice can such 
a man be claimed for Pennsyivania, or even for 
America? If he had died in America and been 
buried there, no doubt his remains would have 
been justiy held in bonor, and no one would 
have grudged Pennsylvania their possession. 
But Penn lies buried in England, and we can- 
not doubt that the truer and sounder scntiment 
of America will repudiate the unballowed pro- 
posul to disturb the tranquillity of his grave. 


The Philadelphia proposition hardly de- 
serves such serious consideration as the 
above. Where an illustrious man dies there 
let him be buried, especially when he has 
chosen his own burial-place, even though 
he may not, like Shakspeare, launch a curse 
at any one who shall presume to disturb his 
bones. William Penn has now been dead 
and buried 163 years. ‘The grave-digger in- 
formed Hamlct thatif a man were noi rotten 
before he died he“ will last you some eight 
year or nine year.“ What must be the con- 
dition of a man who has lain in his- grave 
twenty times “eight or nine year’? A 
little handful of dust is all that remains in 
the Penn grave, and it is not certain even 
that it is Penn’s dust. Could anything be 
more grotesque or absurd than to unearth 
it and bring it to this country? Fort- 
unately it is now. impossible; but even 
had the Trustees consented, the decent 
sentiment of the people of both coun- 
tries would havegolemnly protested against 
such a mockery. Those who are disposed. to 
do honor to the memory of William Penn in 
this country will travel in fancy to his quiet 
resting-place in England as promptly and 
lovingly as they would go to any gaudy mau- 
soleum which the Pennsylvania Legislature 
might erect overa handful of unauthenti- 
cated dust.

OFFICER CROWLEY. 

No arrangement has yet been made for the in- 
quest upou Officer Crowley. The post-mortem 
examination will be made at b o'clock this fore- 
noon. The fuueral will likely take place Satur- 
day, but no arrangements have yet been made 
for it. as telegrams trom two brothers of — 5 
deceased lieg in Boston are hourly e 
pected. The wound of which Oili- 
cer Crowley dted proved far moro 
serious than was at first anticipated. The ex- 
traction of the bullet was a dangerous though 
necessary operation. It was of thirty-two cali- 
bre, and when found by Dr. Andrews was 
flattened Out in sheet form against the thigh 
bone, 80 that it was ‘nearly an inch 
long and = tnree-quarters of an inch in 
width. The incisions~ made necessary for its 
removal were monstrous. The patient had not 
been in very good bealth since spring, and he 
never fully recovered from the shock of the op- 
eration. 

Tho prospect for the apprebension and 
punishment of his assailant was not good 
up to last evening, when Capt. LBon- 
tield became possessed of some information 
which it is thought will lead to his identity. The 
prisoner Jones, who is believed to have been 
the assasin’s companion, and who is Still in jail, 
sturdily denies kouwing anything about it, and 
perchance he is right. Agpxious search was 
made yesterday for Minnie Daley, the gir! 
whom Crowley had under arrest at the time, 
and early in the event vy advice of AW. 
Lawler, she gave berself up to Capt. Bontield at 
the West Madison Street Station, where she 
willbe detained as a witness at the Coroner s 
inquest. She professes to have told’ all that 
ene knew to the police the day after 
tho shooting. Joe Kelley, who was 
identified atter a fashion by Offiver 
Crowley, she knows, and she 1s sure it was not 
him. Some of the police suspected Joe's broth- 
er, Edward Kelley, and up to last night it was 
toougbt somewhat curious that no ono had 
been able to find bim. The case is to be vigor- 
ously worked up, and under the circumstanves it 
is hardly possible that it will end in failure. 
Officer Crowley was a native of County Cork, 
Ireland, and was about 32 years old. During the 
seven or eight years of bis service on the force 
he did sowevery creditable work. He left a 
wife, but no children, and, unfortunately for 
her, belonged to no societies, not even the Police 
Associatiuns.

‘The news was first broken to Jailer Folz by a 
reporter who met him after Big return from 
Joliet, where be had been to take a batch of 
prisoners. He had been at the jail since his re- 
turn to. see how .things had been 
running during bis absence. and had been told 
that everything wus all right. and was feeling 
good, but when told of jeman’s escape he 
was very indignant, and at once set 
about looking into the facts. It 
took him but a few minutes to learn that his 
orders bad not only been violated in the matter 
of taking prisoners out, but that be had been 
im posed upon wh n told that noth unu u lh: 0 
bappene, and tue prospects are that there wits 
be something of a row this morning around the 
jail, and some vacancies to fill In a few days.

carried,—180 to 91. The Duke of Argyl 
voted with the minority. 

Lord Salisbury’s amendment to.clause 7, 
thatthe words “ the Court should have ref- 
erence to the interesc of the tenant and land- 
lord respectively ” be stricken out, was car- 
ried.— 181 to 95. 

Lord Lansdowne’s amendment to Clause 7, 
to strike out the words “* Prohibiting the 
Court from entertaining a proposal for the 


ers’ cottages and gardens during the statuto- 
ry term, was carried,—1% to 77. 

Lord Salisbury’s proposal to exempt En- 
glish managed estates from the jurisdiction 
of the Land Court tor fixing judicial rent 
was agreed to without division. 

The Government did not oppose the pro- 
posal, as it was already settled on the pre- 
vious clause of free sale. . | 

Lord Inchiquin’s amendment, excluding

MILLIONS IN IT. 


A Big Mining Suit in Which Chicago 
Parties Are Interested, 

A big mining suit, involving millions, has been 
commenced in the United States Court at Den- 
ver, Col., by Daniel Worthington ang Ephraim 
Cummings, of this city, against the Bobtail 
Mining Company, of Central City, Gilpin Coun- 
ty, Col. 

“The points.” said Mr. Worthington to a 
TRIBUNE reporter last evening. “are these: 
We have a claim, ana the Bobtail’s runs diagon- 
ally on to Ours and stops. But they have cut into 
our vein. and have drifted about 300 feet. We 
put a man in secretly, and he measured up the 
ore taken out, and, at $50 a ton, it amounts to 
over $2,500,000. When they found out that we 
had discovered them, they laid off another claim, 
tak.ng in part of ours and some other territory, 
calling it by some name. They sunk a shaft, 
and the party that pretended to make the ciaim 


sold out to another party, and they applied for a 
patent. When we filéd our papers and com- 
menced the suit the Bobtail came out as de- 
tendants.“ 

* Is your claim solid? 

* We have substantiated it to the very utermost, 
and have gone to the courts to get our rights. 
The vein they have got into is one of the richest 
in the country,—a great deal of the ore running 
$400 and 8500 to the ton.“ 

* Who are interested in your claim?“ 

— Mr. Cummings, a man in Colorado, and my - 
self.“ 

* Have you done any work?“ 

Mes, surface*work; but we haven't sunk a 
shaft for- the reason that we determined to es- 
tablish our claim before we began operations.” 

**How did you tind out that the Bobtail was

The guard 
didn't Know bim. and he went in at the time ofa 
shift. But the men didn't go to work, and be 
was there all night and made a caicolation of 
the number of tons taken out.

were doing. Some of the richest men in the 
country are interested in that Company, and 
they have taken out about $10,000,000.”

DODGE. 


Vesterday’s Proceedings in the Mint 
Investigation. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 4.—At the Mint in- 
vestigation to-day James W. Crawford, Super- 
intendent of the Carson Mint, testified that he 
had received Northern Belle builion, and with 
one exception ail deposits were below 900 tine. 
That company was notified that if the bullion 
was not up to standard referring charges would 
be imposed after a certain time,when they 
ceased sending bullion to the Carson Mint. 

The prosecution introduced a number of let- 
ters from W. F. Low, manager of the Anglo- 
California Bank, which institution controlled 
the Northern Belle Mine, to Mr. Crawf ord, re- 
garding the action of Crawford in imposing re- 
fining charges. This was done with a view of 
Showing that the bank must have had some ad- 
vantage in sending bullion to the San Francisco 
Mint, 150 miles further from the mine than’ the 
Carson Mint. The letters were principally au- 
swers to questions put by Low, whether parting 
and refluing charges would be imposed on 
Nortberu Delle bullion having a cop- 
ber base; requesting the Superintendent 
of the Carson Mint to give that bullion as fair a 
trial us it had received at the San Francisco 
Mint; that, it he did, it wouid be more advan- 
tugeous to have the bullion go to Carson thun 
come to San Francisco, but that, it charges were 
imposed, and they had to pay express on the 
silver dollars, the instructions from the Clerk of 
the Sub-Treasury in San Francisco not permit- 
ting payment ot silver dollars at the Sab-Treas- 
ury, it would be cheaper to bring the bullion for 
melting and refining to San Francisco. Counsel 
for the prosecution stated that he would show 
that the Angio-California Bank had, for 
the last three and a half years, been purchasing 
Northern Belle bullion at a large discount

Further Violations of the Law Re- 
ported by the Insurance In- 
spectors. 

What a Tribune Reporter Saw 


During a Trip.on the South- 
west Side. 


Eleven New Frame Dwellings .Around 
Ashland Avenue and Thirty-fifth 
Street. 


The amount of special work performed by 
the tire-insurance building inspectors yesterday 
diminished in a noticeable degree the number of 
reports as to violations of the Building law; but 
the work will not be neglected. ‘On the con- 
trary, it is to be prosecuted with renewed vigor, 
and all persons upon whose places unlawfully- 
constructed fire-traps are discovered will be 
brought to the notice of the authorities and 
prosecuted to the full extent of the law. The 
violations noticed yesterday are as follows: 

Nos. 788 and 792 Allport avenue, three frame 
buildings at rear of lot, used as dwellings, about 
16x16 feet. 

No. 330 Blue Island avenue, addition to frame 
barn in rear. 

No. 471 West Twentieth street, frame build- 
used as dwelling, 16x20 feet. 

No. 479 West Twentiéth street, frame building 
ing used as dwelling, 16x20 feet. 

No. 481 West Twentieth street, frame building, 
20x30 feet, used as dwelling. 

No. 678 Throop street, shed used as dwelling, 
stove-pipe through board roof, built within the 
past seven days, 

it has been discovered that this work of in- 
specting, reporting, and publishing—to say 
nothing of prosecuting—has ulrcady been pro- 
ductive of much good. In many instances build- 
ers of frame houses, for the erection of which 
shed permits were issued, have repented of their 
abuse of the law, and promised to remedy the 
evils which that abuse has caused. An unlooked- 
for interest on the part of persons owning prop- 
erty adjoining premises where frame structures 
ure erected has become manifest. 
* Give-aways” are of frequent occurrence. 
Thev are in some cases necessary, 
us those builders who are knowingly violating 
the law are resorting to heretofore unheard of 
subterfuges to conceal their misdoings. Some 
are patching up.their partly-finished structures 
with old and painted boards for the purpose of 
creating the impression that the buildings to 
which they are applied are not.new ones. 

Particular attention is called to an instance 
to be found at No. 2719 Wentworth avenues. 
There a certain man has joined to his frame 
house a frame addition 13x17 feet in breadth and 
length and sixteen feet in hight, standing on 
stilts four feet above the ground, lathed and 
plastered, and occupied. by a family. Six or 
seven times, and once as much as five months 
ago, the attention of the Building — 
was called to this structure. An Inspector 
called at the premises and remonstrated. Dur- 
ing the time of his preseuce work was suspend- 
ed, only to be renewed Just as soon as 

HE WAS OUT OF SIGHT.

Itishighly probable that before many days 
another branch of building inspection will be 
taken up by the fire-insurance patrol inspectors. 
It is in relauon to that dead-letter law which 
requires that elevator shafts shall be provided 
at each floor with trap-doors. Many fires have 
dove serious damage through these unprotected 
shaft-ways, when bud trap-doors been where 
they should have been built no strong draft 
would have carried the blaze and sparks from 
cellar to roof in almost the twinkling of an eye. 

WHAT A TRIBUNE REPORTER SAW. 

Most tlagraut violations of the fire ordinance 
cau be found by Mavor Harrison or any of his 
corps ot Building Inspectots on Ashland ave- 
nue, just south of Phirty-tifth street. Since 
May 1 there have been constructed on one tract 
of land there no less than eleven frame build- 
ings, Varying from 18x20 to 2Ux24 feet, and from 
12 to 16 feet in hight. All have peaked roofs, so 
that in a few months’ time the walls can be ex- 
tended up another eight or ten feet, unless the 
buildings are promptly interfered with. At 
present, of course, these buildings are not 
threatening, as they are scattered loosely over 
a large tract. 

But it is designed to build up the land with 
just such houses. The owner offers the public 
100 lots on Ashland avenue, Marshfield avenue, 
and Paulina street, and appeals directly to men 
of very moderate meaus by offering to sell them 
lots on payments of $10 per month. When this 
neighborhood is built up with the class of houses 
now in process of erection it will form a fire-trap 
of the very worst kind., Certainly nobody will 
desire to improve the adjoining property 
with this constant menace of danger 
at their doors. These buildings have mostly 
been begun on Sundays, and the framework got 
well underway before daybreak Monday morn- 
ing. The reporter who visited the place yester- 
day counted eleven distinct buildings, not sheds, 
but intended for dwelling-houses. They are 
clean, clear, and palpable violations both of the 
letter and the spirit of the law. Some face on 
Marshfield avenue and others are scattered 
around, facing almost any way except upon a 
street. Itlooks a good deal as if these were 
designed to be removed after having acquired 
u title to existence by virtue of the 
supineness and ignorance of the Build- 
ing Department. Moving’ permits are 
easily enough obtained, anc in this manner the 
whole neighborhood may very soon become a 
wiiderness of pine shanties. There was noted 
vesterday in close proximity to some of the new 
houses a good deai of pine lumber and shingles, 
by which it would seem that the present settlers 
will soon have more neighbors. 

Mr. Wirt Dexter, who, as one iearned in the 

law, can scarcely offer ignorance of the city or- 
dinance as a piea in abatement, is adding 
to his frame dwellmg. No. 1721 Prairie avenue, 
in a manner pronounced by eompetent judges 
to be a violation of the ordinance. Any Build- 
ing luspector not overburdened with work, can 
take an Indiana avenue car and get pretty 
close to this. 
CAPT. BULLWINKLE OF THE FIRE PATROL, 
said,in speaking of the violations of the fire 
ordinance: * Wooden houses are built in Chi- 
cago nearly as freely as if there was no ordi- 
nance against it. The repeal of the ordinance 
coudn’t make things any worse.“ 

Ho numerous are the violations? 
some idea of it.“ 

Well, one of my inspectors visited Bridge- 
port on this business the other day, and be- 
tween 9 a. m. and noon found seventy-five viola- 
tions, ten of which were in two blocks.“ 

Who are the most conspicuous violaters of 
the ordinance?’ 

Well. I should say that the City of Chicago 
itself, or the City Government itself, was the 
most flagrant violator of the ordinance.”’ 

What violation bas the city been guilty of?” 

“Down on Thirty-fifth street it has built a 
large two-storied wooden building for the No. 29 
Engine-House. And on the rear of the same lot 
It has built another similar building for the 
ages patrol. Ou Twenty-second street, also, 

n the rear of the police station, it has erected a 
large shanty. I don’t know bow many more 
violations of the ordinance it has been guilty of, 
but I stippose it has acted in the same way all 
over thé city.“ 

“What other conspicuous violator do you 
know?” 

“I can’t recall them all in an instant. But 
what do you think of a leading Methodist 
preacher violating the ordinance”’ 

“Very bad. Who is he?” 

** Right across the street, next to Rounds’ type- 
foundry, you see a large brick building going up. 
don’t you? Well, that belongs to the Rev. Mr. 
Shepherd, pastor of Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Caureh. I| examined it the other day and found

With 
this exception, violators ure fined $10 once, and 
that ends it. And many people can afford very 
well to pay one such fine for the convenience 
and profit of building a tinder- box.“ 

“But why do the prosecutions cease. Why 
isn’t an offender fined and fined until he tears 
down his shanty?”’ 

“The Aldermen of Chicago ate all looking to 
a reéiection, and their way of securing votes in 
their wards is to use their intluegée in extricat- 
ing their constituents from the fangs of broken 
aw. 

WHEN A MAN IS SUMMONED 
for a violation of the fre ordinance, he flies at 
once to fis Alderman, and his Aiderman calls 
immediately on the Building Department and 
the Justice, aud if the prosecution is not baiked 
in consequence, it will be remarkable. At the 
very worst, one fine will be imposed, and then 
the whole matter will be drop a 

Are there many violauons of the provision 
of the ordinance agaigst putting steam- pipes in 
contact with wood ?’’

„Are there any violations in connection with 
lumber?” 

* Certainly there are. Our streets leading to 
the river are ali piled fult of lumber, in a way 
that would make the Fire Department use- 
less in case of a conflagration at those points. 

“What excuse do people give you for violating 
the law?“ 

„Well, there is an old lady at No. 2719 Went- 
worth avenue who had a large shanty built on 
her premises lately, and her excuse is that the 
carpenters had started it before she learned 
that ic would be a violation of the ordinance to 
build it. Then, she said, when she bade the car- 
penters to stop the work, they would stop until 
she was out Of sight only, and begin again, Sbe 
was Very sorry. but the carpenters would build 
it, and she couldn't help it. But most offenders 
excuse themselves on the ground that the City 
Government itself does it.” 

“Do they resort to any tricks to cvade the 
ordinance?’ 

“Well, not exactly to evade the ordinance, 
but to evade the Inspectors. Sometimes they 
disguise the wooden tenement with a coat of 
paint, so that the Inspector does not notice it. 
Sometimes they put old worm-eaten weather- 
boarding ona new house, and that would de- 
ceive anybody. Sometimes they slip a story un- 
der a house that has just been moved to a new 
place. As a general thing the offenders take 
out some sort of permit, and then build what- 
ever they choose. In some cases they take out 
u permit for a brick house and build a wooden 


one. 

“Does the Building Department of the city do 
its duty when complaints are made to it?“ 

** No, it does not. When I reportea that place 
on Wentworth avenue it sent Moran down there 
to stop the work, but the work went on all the 
same.’

Yesterday morning a young Man who rave 
his name as William E. Bowen applied to the 
marriage-license clerk in the County Clerk's 
othce fur a license to marry Miss Cora B. Plat- 
ner.

Srovux Crry, Ia., Aug. 4.—John Brennan, late 
President of the Order of United Irishmen, re- 
turned to this city this evening, and was inter- 
viewed by a Journal reporter upon the matter of 
the infernal machines lately discovered in Liv- 
erpool and the statement of P. W. Crowe, of 
Peoria, III., with reference thereto: 

Was this matter of sending infernal machines 
to England considered at the meeting of United 
Irishmen?’’ 

No such proposition was ever considered at 
any public meeting which I attended, and no 
such proposition was ever adopted at any 
private meeting which I ever attended.” 

„ Was this matter considered at any of the 
meetings? You say it was not at the meetings 
you attended. 

“If such a proposition was discussed at other 
meetings, I am presumably unacquainted with 
the doings of such meetings. You must remem- 
ber that I am no longer in the Council of the

FALL WHEAT. 

This crop, like the hay crop, has proved very 
fter making allowance for the por- 
tion plowed up this spring and last Spring, 
there is found to be a  considerabie 
increase in the acreage for harvest this year 
over last.

five points in ten other sections, inasmuch as the 
acreage in the one section may be equal or ex- 
ceed the acreage in the other ten sections. In 
this report due value will be attached, as nearly , 
as may be, to the relative importance of each, 
return. The fall-wheat crop has been very un- 
even: in some of the largest fall wheat produg- 
ing counties the yield is reported very deficient 
from last year; in other equally important conn- 
ties a large yield and fine quality are reported; 
in mast of the other counties both acreage, and 
yieid, and quality are reported better than last 
year. The conclusion is that, on the whole, the 
product of this year will be considerably larger 

u bushels, and of a better quality, than in 1530. 

SPRING WHEAT. 

Owing to the general failure of this crop dur- 
ing the last tew years, especially in some of the 
counties which formerly were large producers 
of this grain, there was a large general decrease 
in sprmg-wheat acreage this year. At present 
the crop promises well for a large yield; but, the 
injury sustained from midge or from rust bas 
yet to be ascertained. Last year, about this 
time, this crop looked very promising; but the 
result was very a Saggy te it having suffered 
from blight caused by excessive heat and from 
rust, and also from ravages of the midge. Tak- 


nected with both fail and spring wifeat—acre- 
age, and yield so far as harvested, and present 
appearance of spring wheat—it seems altogether 
probable that this year’s crop will slightly ex- 
ceed that of last year as to quantity, and that 
the general quality will be better. 


BARLEY. 


With very few exceptions, every county in the 
Province reports acreage fully equal to or con- 
siderably larger than last year. The exceptions 
are not important, as they have occurred only in 
afew counties whére very little barley is raised. 
The weather from seeding-time until the crop 
was nearly ready for harvesting was most favog- 
able, the growth being if anything too luxuriant, 
leading to too much straw. The weather during 
the two-last weeks has not been quite so favor- 
abie. During week before last tbh were a few 
days of intense heat which caused some barley 
to ripen too quickly; at other points, heavy 
showers of rain caused this grainto lodge. A 
large part/of the crop was cut from the “ith to 
25th of July, only asmail portiog of which was 
housed without rain. During the last ten days 
a great deal of bariey bas been lying 
in the fields, bound and upbeund, exposed 
to almost daily showers of, rain, which 
must have stained it to mofe or less ex- 
tent; the amount of damage spstained in this 
way will not be ascertained untij thrashing dis- 
closes e. Probably half ef the crop is still un— 
cut. Taki the increased agreage into ac- 
count, é'vefy favorable appearance of the 
crop up to maturity, it. seems safe to conclude 
that the quantity of bariey raised this year will 
exceed that of any former crop; that the bulk 
of it will be plump, heavy barley, and, if not ex- 
actly bright in color, it is not as yet badly 
stained, and, with a few says of good weather, 
will be all secured as good, sound malting bar- 
ley. 


Oats—The acreage this year does not vary 
materially from last year. 
promises to exceed the average. 

Roots—Potatoes, turnips, and other root crops 
promise splendidly.

TOBACCO. 

LOUISVILLE, K., Aug. 3. — There has recently 
been considerable agitation in tobacco circies 
here, occasioned by reports from the southwest- 
ern part of the State of the continued drought 
prevailing there, Mr. David Clark, of Hender- 
son, one of the most extensive buyers of the 
weed in the State, was in the city to-day, and, 
knowing that he was up to every thing new as to 

pose of the crop, the Enquirer tackled him. 

S Suid: 

“There is no redemption even now, for fully 
one-fourth of the crop out in Henderson, Union, 
and Hopkins counties, and if the dry weather 
continues it will yield coubiderably shorter. I 
understand thar in the séction of the State 
known as the Jackson Purchase, or that west of 
Cumberland Kiver, is suffering more than we 
are. Eariy-planted tobacee cannot make a 
heavy Yield, and that planted late will have to 
be topped down to about six leaves to the stalk 
to make it ripen. Planters generally are begin- 
niug to look blue over the, prospects, and unless 
we have rain within the next few days they will 
have cause to make them feel blue.“ 

Mr. Ciark explained that by topping the late 
plants the substance from the stalk was carried 
into the remaining leaves earlier, and conse- 
quently forced the tobacco to ripen much sooner 
than it would if ail the top leaves were left to 
reach maturity, and that the quicker the leaves 
left reached their maturity the better for the 
planter. 

The part of the crop that was planted earliest 
is now in condition to need. rain most, and con- 
sequently will suffer, or at least is likely to suf- 


fer more within the next fifteen days for want 


of rain than tobacco planted later. 

While knocking around among the tobacco 
breaks at the warehouses this morning, it was 
ascertained that the warehouse receipts this 
year are 11,000 hogsheads short of the corre- 
sponding season last year, and the cause of the 
shortage seemed to the warehouse employs to 
bea mystery. it is well known, however, thui 
Evansville, as a tobaceo market, is making 
strides each year, and that Cincinnati is going 
ahead with apparent: determination to take. 
some of the weed in out of the wet, and it may 
possibly be that through Louisville's inactivity 
and dereliction of energy, these cities are get- 
ting away with one of her boss and pet features
